The Labor Platform. 


The Labor Congress at Philadel phia have 
formally announced the creation of a new 
political party, and declared a platform. 
It pronounces the laws passed by Radieal- 
ism during the war as monarchial, and 
tending to centralization, the subversion 
of the government, and the oppression of 
labor by capital. It denounces the Na- 
tional Banking System, and demands that 
legal tender notes be the universal curren- 
cy. It claims the alteration of the revenue 
laws to protect labor. It wants legal ten- 
der money and three per cent. bonds mu- 
tually convertible into each other at will. 
It exacts that greenback bonds be paid in 
greenbacks and not gold, and that all bonds 
be taxed. Itcondemns land monopolies. 
It asks the establishment of a Labor Bu- 
reau at Washington. It recommends the 
eight hour system. It finally urges the 
full restoration of every right to all 
American citizens. This is a strong plat- 
form.

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Crop Prospects Throughout the 
World. 


From the New York Express. | 

The grain harvests of the country are 
just now exciting considerable discussion 
in financial and produce circles, more ¢es- 
pecially as taken in connection with our 
foreign tndebtedness, and the probable ex- 
tent of the export demand in the future. 
The Southern States have raised the largest 
crop of winter wheat and corn grown Since 
the closeof the war. The quality of the 
wheat is very fine, and some of the samples 
that have thus far reached this market are 
the finest ever exhibited on the produce 
exchange. The South has not only raised 
wheat and corn enough for her own con- 
sumption, but will have considerable wheat 
to send North, or to export direct to Eu- 
rope, from the Southern sea-ports. This 
places. the South independent of the West 
for her supply of grain, the first time in 
many years. In. the West the winter 
wheat crop has been large. and the quality 
fine. The spring wheat has been damaged 
in some sections of the West by rains and 
cold weather early in the season, but. on 
the whole, the crop will be large, in fact, 
one of the largest ever raised. 

The corn crop has been seriously dam- 
aged in certain sections, and at one time 
the famine speculators affected to believe 
that it was a total failure, but the fine

The postmasters at Rome, Marietta and Griffin 
presented receipts against drafts sent for collec- 
tion on them. Although these drafts were not 
collected, the amounts were charged against Mr. 
Simms in the monthly accounts séut ont from the 
Post-office Department, and he was not credited 
forthem. The monthly statements were exact 
transcripts from the book of original entries. 
Atlanta is a first-class post-office; don’t know 
when it was made so, but think it was so in 1867. 
The disbursements on money-order account 
never exceeded depesits, but was in excess, Wit- 
ness was confident that Mr. Simms notified the 
Post-office Department that they were overdraw- 
ing on him, and solicited funds. 

The credit of $4,099 07 was August 26, and on the 
memorandum book kept by witness as a cash 
book. The credits on this book ran up to Novem- 
ber, 1868. The money-order account did not go in 
the monthly statements or quarterly returns. The 
difference between the money-order account kept 
by witness for over two years and that furnished 
bythe Department at Washington is only $3 78.

Fourth: That no order of punishment can be 
entered in a case before the judge for disobeying 
asummons to appear be‘ore a supervisor, as the 
act “ directs that no order can be issued inconsis- 
tent with existing laws for the punish@ent of 
contem pts, and by those laws, nocourtor tribunal 
can punish fur conte npt, except as aginst vyiola- 
tions of its own orders.”’ 

Fifth: That the powers here claimed by the Su- 
pervisor “ are judicial powers and that the judi- 
ciary is €xpressly fixed by the Constitution and 
previously existing laws—neither assessors nor 
supervisors forming any part of it,’’ 

During the argument which was elaborate 
and able aéditional propositions were advanced 
Orally and various objections were taken to the 
Constitutionality of the 9h section of the act of 
1866 and the 49th section of the act of 1868.
